oldiers' Look at these old Koman vessels 
ulni uy and otherwise, fiom vthich the offi- 
ers under Cxsar took their brcak/afets drank 
heir wine, and poured out their heathenish 
illations! Look at these Koman tesselated 
nvoments, so curious m design and execu- 
lon, on which once walked Cajsar aud his 
hiuidcring legion! Look it these old, brick 
alls, reared nearly nineteen centuries ago, 
y the hands of British captives working uu- 
cr the ej e of Roman architect, the maten- 
Is tor which wore transpoitcd m Roman gal- 
eys from the cliy- bottomed vallejs of the 
Somali Tibur! Look here in thib ancient 


loroughfare, known now as Castle street, 


where the Roman castle of the peiiod evi- 
ently stood, and behold the remains of till6 
oman arch, which was doubtless one of the 
iany arehes of a similar chaiacter, on winch 
ie stionghold of tlje Koman conqueror

~reat Bntlln tested for support* 


This arch was discovered m the dijs of 
haries the First, and tliere is an account of 
he trip he made, when he went down from 


standing, therefore, on tho verj snot he occu- 
pied, on tliat beautiful June morning, before 
hi lost his head! In another part of the city, 
in the pariah of St Margaret, there was once 
exhumed a Roman pavement of mosaic woik 
which has excited the admiration of the eii- 
lln Urltlsk public, and m 1730, a fire Roman 
vase of red earth, showing It to be not Brit- 
ish—fui the day liere is very grey—with Uie 
Latin liincription—Faragct de Teue—plainly 
embossed upuu Ul

the Kentish man's city,— which was gradually 
modified and shortened mto Canterbury. It 
belonged, indeed, to the old Kingdom of 
Kent, but it has become a city and county by 
•'self 


American readers of English history hare 


often wondered how a small and dilapidated 
old town like Canterbury can be the religious 
capihl of Great Britian, when London is two 
hundred times as large and perhaps almost 
as ancient But this question fmda an easy 
solution in the ecclesiastical history of the 
country. In the Roman penod the apostle 
Piul, it is believed, preached in London, and 
even founded a church where the cathedral 
of St. Paul jiow stands, but in those days 
Canterburj vi as more populous thin London 
and it wis the scat of the Roman domination 
overBntim The Romins d.d not l.ke to 
trust themselves so far m the interior as Lon- 
don They preferred Canterbury on accoiftu 
of its nearness to tlie sea and to IViuce, ami 
they constructed the great Roman roads— t,, 
Dover, to Lymne, and to the Portus Rutupcn 
sis, wheiever that might be,— is mihtan 
works, the rem mis of which are still e\tanl 
It is likely that St. Paul visited Durovernum 
also;but I havehcard of no tradition to this 
effect.

' ne'e is no traitor, hut here am I. the arch- 
bishop '' The premeditated attack at once 
follow ed A blow aimed at the archbishop's 
head nearty sev ered an arm of one of the of- 
ficiating priests who raised it in defense of his 
superior, and glancing from the priest's arm, 
it fell tuth such terrific force on the archbish- 
op's head, as to cleave off a piece of his skull 
Other blows followed in quick succession, till 
the archbishop fell, though unarmed, he had 
fought with great courage, at one time almost 
overpow ering his armed assailants, but was 
hnally dispatched, and his brains, which hM 
been too much for all Ins enemies, though 
armed with the laws of the land and the au- 
thority of the King, w ere scattered on the 
marble pivement of the church and trampled 
under foot 


The conspirators at once fled to a strong-

The King and nobles of the land 
made frequent pilgrimages to the new mar- 
tvrs tomb, thousands of people took up their 
residence in the cit> so as to be as near as 
possible to the consecrated spot, ai.d in this 
w ay, Canterbury rose to nyre than its pi is-
